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DEATH  OF    COL.    AMERY,   J  P.,    CO., 
OF    ASHBURTON. 


It  was  with  the  deepest  regret  that  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Ashburton  heard  of  the  death  of  Mr.  P. 
Fabyan  S.  Amery,  of  Druid,  which  took  plaoe 
early  on  Friday  luoming,  at  the  age  of  67,  after 
an  ilhiess  of  less  than  a  week's  duration.  Up  to 
the  end  of  last  year  h©  had  enjoyed  good  health, 
but  sdnce  that  he  had  suffered  frcfiii  an  affection 
of  the  heart,  but  had  apparently  recovered  from 
it.  The  strain  of  lij&  numerous  public  duties 
began  to  effect  him  again,  and  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing he  became  so  unwell  that  Dr.  FitZ|>atrick  was 
summoned.  The      patient      appeared      to      be 

making  satisfactory  progresg  on  Thursday, 
and  consequently  his  demise  was  unexi)ect€d. 
As  recently  as  the  previoiis  Friday  he  attended  a 
meeting  of  the  Mana.gers  of  the  Coimcil  Schools,  of 
which  body  he  was  Chairman.  As  one  of  the  prin- 
cdpal  landownere,  he  always  took  a  very  deep  in- 
terest in  local  affairs,  and  will  be  greatly  missed  by 
a  wide  circle  of  friends.  He  took  an  active  part 
in  the  reoeiit  movement  for  providing  a  recreation 
ground  for  the  young  p>eople  of  the  town,  and  was 
one  of  the  lessees  of  the  ground.  Deceased  was 
one  of  the  old-ost  and  most  influential  members  of 
the  CorBgregational  Church.  Ho  took  a  keen  inter- 
est in  politics,  and  was  a  staunch  supporter  of  the 
liberal  party  in  the  Ashburton  Division.  Much 
sympathy  is  felt  for  his  brother,  Mr.  John  S. 
Amery,  to  whom  deceased  was  greatly  at- 
tached, in  the  great  loss  he  has  sustained. 
Ashburton  people  feel  that  they  have  lost  one  who 
may  be  classed  among  the  worthies  of  the  town, 
whose  reputation  was  untarnished,  and  who  well 
merited  the  esteem,  and  even  affection,  with  which 
he*  was  regard ed  by  all  classes. 

Deceased  was  born  at  Atshburton  on  September 
2nd,  1839,  and  was  the  eldest  son  and  heir  of  the 
late  John  Sparko  Amery,  hie  mother  being  daugh- 
ter of  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Windeatt,  grandfather  of 
Mr.  Edward  Windeatt  (Towti  Clerk  of  Totnes),  to 
whom  deceased  was,  therefore,  a  cou>in.  The  de- 
ceased received  his  early  education  at  Ashburton 
Grammar  School,  and  sub-sequently  completed  it 
at  Canistadt,  (jermany.  He  was,  a  j-ear  after  his 
father's  death,  placed  on  the  Commission  of  the 
Peace  for  the  County,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Duke  of  Somerset,  who  was  then  Ix>rd  Lieu- 
tenant, and  regularly  fulfilled  his  duties  on  the 
local  Bench.     He  played  a  prominent  part  in  the 


local  history  of  Aehburton,  'which  he  had  served 
as  Bailiff,  axud  Pofrtaieeve  oai  four  occasiocis,  with 
cowspicuo'us  ability,  while'  he  was  for  many  years 
Foreniani  of  the  Leet  Jury.  For  sevemteeix  yeiars 
he  was  Director  and;  Chairman  of  the  Ashburton) 
Building  Socieity,  which  has  done  much  for  the 
develo'pmtent  of  the  town,  and  in  a  good) 
many  other  capacities  he  aesiBted  to  for- 
ward its  interests,  \ts  welfare  being  ever  nearest 
his  heart.  He  wae  a  member  of  the  first  School 
Board  for  the  parish  of  Ashburton,  and  continued 
a  member  until  the  abolition  of  School  Board  in 
1903,  when  he  was  chairman.  He  was  an  enthusi- 
ast as  an  educationalist,  and  was  as  greatly 
interested  in  elementary  as  in  advanced 
instiniction.  His  association  with  the 
Devonshire  Volnnteeis         was         long         and 

honourable.  He  joined  the  Ashburton  Vokmteer 
Company  as  a  full  private  in  1859,  became  ser- 
geant in  1860,  ensign  in  1861,  lieutenant  in  1862, 
major  in  1879,  and  honorary  lieut-colonel 
of  the  5th  (Haytor)  V.B.  Devonsihire  Regiment, 
in  1886.  He  retired  in  consequence  of  the  age 
limit,  to  the  regret  of  all  associated  with  him  in 
1899,  having  previously  received  the  decoration 
for  long  service.  Deceased  was  a  good  shot,  and 
a  'general  favourite  with  all  ranks  of  the  Volun- 
teers. He  was  elected  County  Councillor  for  Ash- 
burton in  1901,  and  continued  to  represent  the 
parish  in  that  capacity  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
being  a  member  of  the  Devon  Education  Obmmit- 
tee,  a  Covernor  of  Ashburton  Grammar  School, 
and  Chairman  of  the  Council  School  Managers. 
He  was  hon.  sec.  to  the  Ashburton  and  Buokfast- 
leigh  Cottage  Hospital,  a  trustee  of  many  of  the 
local  charities,  and  a  most  valued  member  of  the 
Mutual  Improvement  Association,  His  energies 
were  by  no  means  parochial  in  their  character, 
for  he  was  attached  to  many  outside 
bodies.  He  was  for  many  years  a  Commiesioneir 
oif  Income  Tax  for  the  Teignbridge  Divi- 
sion, and  a  member  of  the  Dart 
Board  of  Conservators,  whom  on  several  occasions 
he  represented  on  the  iDtevon  Sea  Fisheries  Com- 
mittee. It  'was,  perhaps,  as  a  member  of  the  De- 
vonshire Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science,  Literature  and  Art,  which  he  joined  as 
far  back  as  1869,  that  the  deceased  was  best 
known.  He  hadi  been  a  member  of  the  Council 
since  1870,  and  for  a  very  lengthy  period  was  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Association.  For  many  years  he 
edited  the  reports  on  the  climate  and  on  the  folk- 
lore of  Deivanshire,  and  last  year  was  congratu- 
lated on  the  completion  of  a  forty  years'  oontinu- 
ows  record  of  rainfall  at  his  i-eeidence.     In  1870,  at 


the  Devonport  meeting,  he  contributed  a  paper  on 
"  Stones  found  at  Swinccniibe  (Dartnioori,  probably 
oonneoted  with  tlie  ancient  mining  there.''  Three 
years  later,  at  Sidmouth,  he  read  a  paper  on 
"  Some  hitherto  unrecorded  hill  fortresses  near 
Ashburtc«n,"  and  in  1S76  he  gave  much  pleasure  to 
the  members  at  Ashburtou  by  delivering  a  paper 
on  "A  Sketch  of  Ashburtooi  and  the  Woollesn 
Trade."  "The  Guild  Merchant  of  Totnes"  was  the 
subject  of  Colonel  Amerv's  paper  at  the  Totnes 
meeting  in  1880.  In  1839  he  dilated  at  Tavistock 
on  '"Thei  Ancient  Office  of  Portreeve,"  and  at  the 
Plj-mouth  meeting,  in  1892,  his  paper  dealt  with 
"A  Chapter  in  Devonshire  History — County  De- 
fetnce  in  1794-97.''  At  Ashburton,  when  the  As- 
eociation  met  there  in  1896,  Colonel  Amery  contri- 
buted a  paper  cm  "A  Tangle  in  the  History  of  Ash- 
burton." His  presence  was  much  missed  at  the 
annual  meetings  at  Axminster  last  week,  and  gen- 
eral eympathy  was  expressed  with  him  in  his  sud- 
den and  severe  illness.  He  was  also  a  prominent 
member  of  the  Teign  Naturalists'  Field  Club  for 
many  years,  and  being  its  secretary.  He  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Devon  and  Cornwall 
Record  Society  and  also  one  of  the  fcundei-s  and 
joint  Editor  of  "Devon  Notes  and  Queries,''  and 
ccmtnbutod  a  paper  to  the  last  issue  of  the  Society's 
publ'catic'u  dealing  with  old  wood  cai-\ing  at  Ash- 
burton. His  knowledge  of  his  native  town  was 
unequalled,  he  was  endowed  with  a  wonderful  m<*m- 
ory,  which  was  stored  with  the  folk  lore  of  the 
county,  and  there  was  scarcely  a  subject  on  which 
he  could  be  appealed  to  in  vain  for  intormat'on, 
which  he  was  evfv  read}'  to  impart.  His  genial  tenii- 
perament  and  happv  manner  made  him  ever  a  plea- 
sant and  welcam»?  companion  at  any 
outdoor  or  indoor  function,  of  which  he 
was  invariably  the  life  and  soul.  Pro- 
(bably  few  men  pos.sessed  so  jierfect  a  knowledge 
of  Dartmoor  and  its  antiquities  as  the  dccea^^ 
and  his  brother,  Mr.  John  Amery.  As  a  racon- 
teur of  Devor»-hire  stories  he  was  almost  without 
a  rival,  and  his  .services  as  a  lecturer  on  the  many 
topics  with  which  he  was  acquainted  were  greatly 
in  request.  In  1904-  the  officers,  teachers  and 
scholars  of  the  Congregaticmal  'Cliuich  Sunday 
School,  where  he  was  Superintendent,  fresented 
him  and  hi<s  brother  with  a  eilver  mounted  ink- 
stand and  (shield,  together  with  an  ad<lr<'s,s.  in 
which  was  set  out  the  fact  that  they  had  for  half 
a  (H>ntury,  without  interruption,  been  workers  in 
the  Sunday  School   at  Ashbur'on. 


At  the  monthly  meeting  of  tlie  Loyal  Ashburton 
Lodge  of  Oddfellows,  of  which  Col.  Amery  had  for 
25  years  been  an  honorary  member,  the  following 
resolution  was  passed : — "That  this  Lodge  whilst 
deeply  sj-mpathi-siing  with  the  family  of  the  late 
Col.  Amery,  J. P.,  C.C,  in  their  severe  bereavement, 
desires  to  place  on  record  its  ^lorrow  at  the  great 
Ices  sustained  and  its  appreciation  of  the  kindly 
interest  taken  and'  practical  support  given  by  him 
to  the  Lodge  and  to  the  Friendly  Society  mo've- 
ment  generally." 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Managers  of  the 
Council  Schools,  held  on  Monday,  there  were  pre- 
sent Mr  J.  Cock  (in  the  chair),  Messrs  J.  F.  Baker, 
J.  H.  M it c he  1  moire,  and  F.  Edgecombe,  with  Messrs. 
H  M.  Firth  (oodrespomdlent),  and  W.  T.  Butcher® 
(headmaster).  A  .regoluti'On  was  piassed  by  the 
Managers,  expresising  their  deepest  sympathy  with 
Mr.  John  S.  Amieiry,  and'  the  other  ^elati^•es  in  the 
loss  they  have  sustained  in  the  death  of  Mr.  P. 
Fabyan  S.  Amery.  It  was  decided  to  "place  on 
record  the  great  loss  which  they  tcO'  havei  sustained 
in  the  death  of  Mr.  Amery,  who  was  not  only  the 
Chairman  of  the  School  Manager's  since  1902,  but 
was  previously  Oha.^'rman  of  the  Ashburton  Scihaol 
Board  for  a  perio'di  of  over  20  years  up  to'  the  time 
of  its  dissolution.  His  seirvices  to  education  in 
these  capacities  and  also'  .as  an  active  mfamber  of 
the  Devon  EduoatioTi  Comimittee  have  dc<ne  much 
to  piromote  the  eduoatioinal  efficiancy  of  the  schools, 
while  the  deep  personal  interest  which  he  took  in 
the  soh'clars  and  teachers  tended  to  promiote^  cor- 
dial relations  between  all  engaged  in  the  wdrk. 
His  interest  was  not  confined  to  the  day  schools 
as  he  was  always  eager  to  pofotmote  classes  for  the 
further  education  of  the  young  people  of  the  town 
ajid  diisitrict,  frequently  beaxing  a  persotnal  share 
in  the  labour  by  giving  highly  appreciated  lectures 
and  addresses,  while  he  generously  contributed  to 
prize  schemes  for  both  day  and  evening  classes. 
His  example  and  devoticn  have  beefn  an  inspiration 
to'  all  concerned  in  the  work  and  his  skilled  guid- 
anee  and  ready  aiss'istance  will  be  sorely  missed." 
The  officials  and  teaehing  staff  also  associated  them- 
selves with  this  expression  of  stynipathy  and  re- 
gard. 

THE      FUNERAL. 

Ashburton  was  a  town  of  mourning  on  Tuesday, 
when  the  funeral  took  place,  at  every  residence 
and  place  of  business  along  the  route  of  the  cor- 
tege signs  of  regret  being  visible.  The  procession 
was  of  a  most  imposing  character,  and 
one  of  the  largest  ever  seen  in  Ash- 
burton.

the  assemblage  were  taking  their  seats.  After  the 
39th  Psalm  had  been  impressively  read  by  the 
Vicar,  the  hymn  "Brief  life  is  here  our  portion," 
was  eun^,  and  the  lesson  from  I.  Corin.,  15,  was 
read  by  Rev.  J.  C.  Hodge  (Congregational  mixiis- 
ter).  The  '"Doad  March"  ("Saul")  was  then  played 
by  the  organist,  the  congregation  standing  through- 
out the  rendering'  o€  this  grand  composition  by 
Handel,  while,  as  the  beai-ers  once  again  bore  their 
mournful  burden  from  the  sacred  edifice  to  its  last 
resting  place,  the  comforting  "I  know  that  my  Re- 
deemer liveth,"  was  played.  The  Volunteers  lined 
each  side  of  the  path  fromi  the  Church  to  the 
grave,  which  was  lined  with  evergreens,  and  the 
scene  there  was  a  memorable  one,  a  great  crowd — 
men.  women,  and  children— representative  of  every 
class  in  the  town,  standing  bareheaded  in  the  sun- 
shine, while  Rev.  R.  J.  Piond  concluded  the  solenui 
ob-sequies.  the  h>TiiTr,  "O  God,  our  he!p  in  agee 
past,"  being  feelingly  sung  to  comet  accompani- 
ment.

AN      APPRECTATTON      BY      REY.      H.      J. 
BARTON     I.EE. 

All  classes,  cieods,  and  crmditions  of  men  were 
represented  in  the  imnjeTise  crowd  that  gathered 
roimd  the  grave  on  Tue^lay  last,  to  render  the  last 
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fceiDdi8<r  offices  of  love  at  the  funeral  o<f  Col.  P.  F. 
S.  Amer}'.  There  were  side  by  side  the  getntry  of 
the  county  and  the  humble  labooireirs,  clergy  and 
Nonconformists  ministers,  scientists  and  iSOildiers, 
employers  and  employees,  Liberals  and  Conserva- 
tives, men  of  the  most  diverse  intereists  aaid  op- 
posite sympathies  all  forgetful  of  their  diflferenceo 
in  the  one  common  sorrow  thait  birooight  them  to- 
ga the'r  to  mourn  the  loss  of  their  one  oommou 
friend. 

For  Fabyan  Amery  was  everybody's,  friend.  Theriel 
are  liundreds  o>f  people  who  have  been  made  better 
and  happier  by  him;  there  is  not  a  man  in  the 
world  who'  can  say  he  ha®  been  made  unhappy  by 
him.  He  was,  indeed,  "the  friend  of  all  and 
enemy  of  none."  His  marvellous  fund  of  loiowledge 
(a  so'urce  of  perpetual  wondteir  to  his  most  intimate 
friends)  was  at  the  disposal  of  anybody  and  every- 
body, and  his  genial,  unassuming,  sympathetic 
nature  made  everybody  who  met  him  eager  to  con- 
fide in  or  learn  of  him.  From  his  fellow  Ctountj 
Councillors,  and  Magistrates  to  the  youngest  pupil 
teacher  or  Sunday  School  scholar,  all  alike  sought 
his  help,  and  to  each  he  gave  himself  with  whole- 
hearted unselfish  abandon,  counting  no  expenditure 
of  time,  trouble,  or  thought  too  much  if  he  could 
but  serve  the  o,ne  who'  had  sought  his  aid. 

And  what  a  wonderful  fund  of  knowledge  he 
possessed  !  When  I  first  went  to  Ashburton,  eleven 
or  twelve  years  ago, I  discovered'  there  were  many 
interesting  customs  peculiar  to  the  town,  but  tfie 
most  interesting — observed  alike  by  rich  and  poor, 
young  and  eld— was  the  habit  of  consulting  Mr. 
Amery  on  all  possible  subjects.  "If  you  want  to 
know  anything  ask  Col.  Amery,"  was  the  household 
maxim  of  Ashburton. 

And  it  was  not  only  that  h.e  knew  things,  but 
hisi  charming  method  of  imparting  information 
made  it  a  perfect  delight  to  listen  to  him.  I  have 
heard  him  t'eiaching  young  folk  natural  history  in 
such  a  way  that  they  oould  never  forget  it,  and 
all  the  time  they  thought  they  were  only  listening 
to  a  Pixy  story !  I  have  seen  him  cut  a  slip  of 
lichen-covered  bark  from^  a  holly  tree  and,  calling 
it  pixy  writing,  weave  intO'  his  interpretation  of 
the  Bro'wny  Letter  information  on  the  Origin  of 
Language,  Cuniform  inscriptions,  Assyrian  His- 
tory, chemistry  and  domestic  eiconomy !  Those 
who  have  only  had  the  privilege  of  reading  hi® 
learned  and  interestine  contributions  to  the  anti- 
quarian and  scientific  literature  of  the  last  quarter 
of  a  century  have  had  only  a  faint  suggestion  of 
the  charm  of  personal  acquaintanoe).  To  spend  an 
honv  in  his  comrany  was  to  enjoy  sixty  minutes 
crowded  with  information,  interest,  and  pure  plea- 
sure. 
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Others  have  written  and  will  write  of  how  much 
the  Volunteer  nx)vement  in  the  District  owed  to 
Col.  Amery  ;  of  how  the  Hospital  and  the  schools, 
and  the  Consrregaticnal  Church  and  Sxmday  School, 
and  all  the  best  interests  of  Ashburton  have  reaped 
untold  benefit  by  his  assiduous  untiring  emergy  and 
devotion :  of  his  long  connection  with  the  British 
Association,  and  his  services  to  the  Devon  Associa- 
tion and  the  Teign  Naturalists  Field  Club;  and  of 
his  many  public  duties  so  conscientiously  performed. 
Mine  is  merely  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  a  friend. 
I  have  roamed  the  heights  of  Dartmoor  in  his  com- 
pany, and  listened — as  we  clustered  rotuid  him  in 
the  e\ening — to  his  incomparable  stories.  I  have 
seen  him  in  the  Camp,  the  Church,  the  home,  and 
never  have  knowni  him  any  other  than  a  most  gal- 
lant,   chivalrous,    and   Cliristian  gentleman. 

A  brilliant  imagination  combined  with  a  most 
painstaking  power  of  acquiring  detailed,  out-of- 
the  way,  uncommon  knowledge  concerning  the  his- 
tory, constitution  and  character  of  comimon  things 
made  up  a  mind  that  was  absolutely  unique.  But 
more  remarkable  still  was  the  character  of  the  man. 
Broad  in  thought,  generous  in  disposition,  charit- 
able in  teniper,  he  was  at  the  same  time  conisnstenfc 
wTth  the  truth  and  unfailing  in  his  fidelity  to 
principle  Hi."  magnetic  personality  marked  him 
out  as  an  exceptional  man  among  men,  and'  how 
the  children  loved  him  I  When  we  sang  around  the 
grave — as  many  as  could  find  courage  to  sing — that 
grand  old   hj-mn: 

•■  Our  God  our  help  in  ages  past," 

I  noted  the  wise  omission  of  the  verse  containing 
the  line,  ■'TIk'j-  fly  forgotten  as  a  dream,"  for 
Fabyan  Amery  will  never  be  forgotten,  and  his 
meraorv  will  be  an  inspiration  and  a  blessing. 

I  could — were  I  disposed  and  space  permissible — 
write  columns  concerning  the  truly  noble  man  for 
whose  life  we  thank  God,  but  perhaps,  I  have  al- 
ready written  too  much,  and  I  am  fam  to  say  with 
Eli&ha  of  old  wheii  the  eons  of  the  prophets  said: 
"Know  ye  not  that  the  Lord  will  take  away  thy 
master  from  thy  head  to-day?"  "Yea,  I  know  it; 
hold  ye  your  peace.''
